of: handling -forest fires in British 
Columbia.” 

This is a useful inquiry, and 
Forest Minister Williston has 
chosen an appropriate time for. it. 
The province has just emerged 
from the most 
season in recent years. 

The broad answer to the inquiry, 
it is safe to say, will be that which 
Mr. Sloan provided in his earlier 
two reports on British Columbia's 
forest resources. 

On each occasion the commis- 
sioner said more money had to be 
spent on the job. 

The 1956 report, which noted 
a marked improvement in the pre- 
ceding 10. years, stated the case in 
one sentence, ‘Fire protection is 
not yet adequate and for the same 
reason as that expressed in 1945; 
a lack of sufficient funds.” 

‘To cite the broad answer is 
not to discount the value of further 
inquiry. 

There are matters of organiza- 
jon which should be studied.’ While 
mplicitly the forest service. has 
authority to conscript help to fight 
fires when they occur; there is 
ample room for better arrange- 
ments for immediate attacks on 
outbreaks as spon as they start. 

The commissioner has empha- 
sized this aspect of fire fighting in 
his 1956 report: “A desirable degree 
of efficiency in fire suppression can 
only be achieved if fire is detected 
in its incipience and crews are on 
its location in time to contain, con- 
trol, and subdue it within a narrow 
area.” ; 

The incidence of simultaneous 
fires on Vancouver Island this year 
emphasizes that point. Crews fight- 
ing one outbreak were,. on occa- 
sions, called to attend another 
before their job was finished at the 
first location.
